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INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 


The  Health  Services  and  Public  Health  Act,  1968.  received 
the  Royal  Assent  in  July,  1968,  and  Part  III  dealing  with 
notifiable  diseases  and  food  poisoning  became  operative  on 
1st  October,  1968.  It  repeals  earlier  provisions  relating  to 
notification  procedures  and  sets  out  unified  procedures.  ^It 
also  includes  provisions  concerning  the  medical  examination  of 
a person  suffering  from,  or  believed  to  be  the  cause  of  a 
notifiable  disease . 

The  principal  changes  from  earlier  Regulations  are 

Acute  primary  pneumonia 
Acute  influenzal  pneumonia 
Acute  rheumatism 

and  puerperal  pyrexia  are  no  longer  notifiable,  and  tetanus 
and  yellow  fever  require  for  the  first  time  to  be  notified. 

Leptospirosis . hitherto  to  be  notified  only  in  certain 
areas,  is  to  be  notified  throughout  England  and  Wales. 

Infective  Jaundice  became  notifiable  in  all  areas  on 
15th  June , 1968.  The  "powers  of  a Medical  Officer  of  Health 
of  a district  to  vaccinate  contacts  of  persons  suffering 
from  Smallpox  have  been  extended  to  other  diseases. 

FEES 


Section  48  of  the  Health  Services  and  Public  Health 
Act,  1968,  requires  a Medical  Practitioner  to  notify  any 
case  or  suspected  case  of  a notifiable  disease  or  food 
poisoning  by  certificate  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 
and  a fee  of  five  shillings  for  each  certificate  duly  sent 
is  payable  by  the  Local  Authority  to  the  Medical  Practitioner 
concerned . 

Section  144  of  the  Public  Health  Act.  1956.  as  modified. 

Any  Medical  Practitioner  who  fails  to  send  a certificate, 
which  he  is  required  by  this  Section  to  send,  shall  be  liable 
to  a fine  not  exceeding  ten  pounds,  unless  he  satisfies  the 
Court  that  the  disease  had  been  notified  by  another  Practitioner. 


MEASLES 


Vaccination  campaign  appears  to  be  succeeding. 

In  the  last  quarter  of  1968  there  were  37,000  notifications 
in  England  and  Wales,  compared  with  135,000  in  the  last  quarter 
of  1966,  when  the  last  winter  epidemic  was  in  progress.  Thus 
the  epidemic  of  Measles  which  would  have  been  expected  during 
the  winter  of  1968-69  did  not  materialise  by  the  end  of 
December . 
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MEASLES  (CONT'D.) 

It  is  hoped  that  Measles  will  become  an  historic  disease 
in  a few  years. 

Vaccination  and  Immunisation  in  Childhood.  Measles  - Mav.  1968. 

In  accordance  with  the  recommendations  of  the  Joint 
Committee  on  Vaccination  and  Immunisation,  vaccination  against 
Measles  was  offered  from  May,  1968,  to  susceptible  children 
between  their  fourth  and  seventh  birthdays,  and  to  susceptible 
children  between  their  first  and  fourth  birthdays,  if  they  are 
attending  day  nurseries  or  nursery  schools  or  living  in 
residential  establishments.  When  the  supplies  of  vaccine 
become  more  plentiful  it  is  hoped  to  vaccinate  all  susceptible 
children  up  to  the  age  of  15  years.

COUNCIL  HOUSES 


Inspections  were  carried  out  of  houses  and  flats  on 
the  cessation  oftenancies. 

Disinfestation  for  bed-bugs,  or  precautions  against 
infestation,  was  necessary  in  comparatively  few  instances. 

Visits  and  re-visits  made  94 

Visits  necessitated  by  enquiries  in  regard  to  ’bad 
rent  tenants ’ have  increased  principally  at  the  Graig-y- 
Rhacca  site,  obviously  the  result  of  the  higher  rents 
appertaining  here ; tenants  probably  finding  initial 
difficulty  in  adjusting  to  the  higher  rents.

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INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

There  were  25  cases  of  Measles,  4 fuimoiacury-  T.B.,  and 
3 Infectious  Hepatitis  notifications  received  during  the 
year. 


The  Tuberculosis  cases  were  investigated  ascertaining 
housing  conditions,  and  advice  given,  where  necessary. 

There  were  no  Scarlet  Fever  or  Whooping  Cough 
notifications , 


WATER  SUPPLIES 


All  water  is  supplied  by  the  Taf  Fechan  Water  Board. 

12  samples  were  taken  for  analysis  as  a check  during  the 
year,  and  each  proved  entirely  satisfactory. 

There  was  no  undue  interruption  in  the  public  supply, 
although  parts  of  the  Machen  area  suffered  some  interruption 
whilst  various  descaling  operations  were  carried  out  by  the 
Water  Board. 


DRAINS  AND  SEWERS 


Soil  drains  and  sewers  are  discharged  in  the  trunk 
sewer  of  the  Rhymney  Valley  Sewerage  Board,  and  apart 
from  the  one  instance  when  there  was  a particularly  heavy 
torrential  downpour  in  the  Summer,  which  carried  a 
considerable  amount  of  debris,  grit,  etc.  in  the  drains, 
the  system  functioned  adequately. 

ATMOSPHERI C POLLUT I ON 


The  Council  is  a participant  in  the  Comity  Radio- 
Active  Fallout  Supervision  Scheme  whereby  samples  of 
air,  drinking  water , rainwater,  sewage  effluent  and  bulk 
milk  supplies  are  taken  and  examined  as  to  the  amount  of 
radio-activity  given  off.  Information  is  forwarded  to 
the  office  every  quarter,  and  up  to  the  present  time  the 
radio-activity  is  well  below  the  dangerous  level. 
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REFUSE  COLLECTION  .AND  DISPOSAL 


Domestic  refuse  is  collected  once  weekly  from  every 
dwelling  in  the  district,  and  there  is  no  official  collection 
of  any  trade  refuse.  Recently,  collections  have  been  with- 
drawn from  some  lock-up  premises  where  no-one  resides,  and 
this  has  necessitated  the  occupiers  to  make  other  arrange- 
ments. However,  no  undue  difficulty  has  arisen. 

A certain  amount  of  indiscriminate  dumping  of  rubbish 
takes  place  on  some  open  areas,  particularly  the  ex- 
prefabricated  houses  sites,  and  so  consideration  might  be 
given  to  the  provision  at  certain  selected  spots  of 
containers  for  the  reception  of  unwanted  rubbish  which 
cannot  be  placed  in  the  ordinary  bins.  These  containers 
should  be  removeable  for  emptying  and  cleansing. 

The  Civil  Amenities  Act  requires  the  Local  Authority 
to  provide  'places'  where  refuse  may  be  deposited  at  all 
reasonable  times,  and  such  a place  must  be  reasonably 
accessible,  so  dependant  upon  the  position  of  the  refuse 
tip  and  the  amount  of  indiscriminate  dumping  that  may  take 
place,  the  Council  may  have  to  consider  such  a suggestion. 

The. disposal  of  refuse  at  the  Fountain  Bridge  Refuse 
Tip  will  soon  end.  This  tip  has  been  a constant  nuisance 
and  it  is  hoped  that  future  disposal  arrangements  will  be 
conducted  in  a more  satisfactory  manner'. 

Looking  to  the  future  obviously  incineration  or 
pulverisation  is  the  ideal,  particularly  since  tipping 
sites  are  becoming  more  difficult  to  find. 

However,  if  effective  and  proper  controlled  tipping 
is  carried  out,  there  should  be  no  recurrence  of  the 
problems  appertaining  at  Fountain  Bridge. 

ABANDONED  VEHICLES 

During  the  year  I have  caused  19  cars  to  be  removed 
which,  seemingly,  had  been  abandoned.  A considerable 
amount  of  time  has  been  spent  also  on  contacting  owners 
of  cars  which  are  in  a poor  condition  and  possibly  on  the 
point  of  abandonment,  and  offering  assistance  in  disposal. 

In  this  way,  I think  I have  achieved  the  result  of  having 
many  repaired  or  removed  by  the  owner  and  preventing 
abandonment. 
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CARAVAN  SITES 

There  are  two  Licensed  Sites  within  the  district, 
one  at  Pandy  Road , Bedwas  , and  the  other  at  Newport  Road , 
Trethomas.  Both  are  privately  owned. 

•During  the  year,  an  electricity  supply  was  provided 
to  all  caravans  at  Newport  Road,  Trethomas,  and  the 
boundary  wall  completed  around  the  area  with  other  general 
improvements.  The  site  at  Pandy  Road  already  had  electricity 
installed . 

Regular  inspections  are  m0.de  at  these  sites  and,  in 
general,  both  are  maintained  reasonably  satisfactorily.

The  standard  of  cleanliness  and  hygiene  is 
normally  satisfactory,  but  obviously  from  time  to 
time  defects  or  nuisances  arise,  and  a letter  or 
verbal  request  to  the  owners  usually  achieves  a 
satisfactory  result.  There  have  been  no  refusals 
to  do  any  necessary  works  to  date.

myself  and  your  additional  Public  Health  Inspector,  at  the 
three  private  slaughterhouses  throughout  the  year.  This  still 
entails  working  on  Sundays  and  overtime  on  some  week-days. 

The  overa1!  kill  has  declined,  probably  parti  v due  to 
increased  prices  of  meat  and  oartlv  to  the  outbreak  of  Foot 
and  Mouth  disease  at  the  beginniqg  of  the  year  which  upset  the 
intake  of  animals  into  the  slaughterhouses. 

Incidentally,  your  Meat  Inspector  and  myself  have 
continously  provided  training  and  tuition  of  trainee  Public 
Health  Inspectors  of  neighbouring  Authorities  in  meat  inspection. 
This  arrangement  does  enable  us  to  ask  for  assistance  should  the 
need  arise  during  the  holiday  period.

One  Rodent  Operator  is  emol oyed  full-time  in  rodent 
di sinfe  station . 

Two  sewer  maintenance  treatments  were  carried  out  during 
the  year  and  specia"1  attention  was  given  to  the  refuse  tip 
until  .August . 

Since  August,  at  the  Fountain  Bridge  Refuse  Tip,  rodent 
eradication  has  been  carried  out  by  Rentokil  Ttd . , under 
contract . 

There  was  a dramatic  reduction  in  the  infestation  in  the 
first  two  to  three  months,  and  a steady  drop  since  then  • The 
amount  of  infestation,  I think,  is  now  within  controllable 
limits,  although  due  to  the  position  of  the  tip,  and  the  fact 
that  it  is  still  in  use,  complete  eradication  will  be 
improbable  • 

If  the  use  of  this  tip  ceases  this  year  then  control 
will  become  measurably  easier.

The  trouble,  nuisance  and  expense  that  has  resulted  from 
indiscriminate  tinning1  such  as  had  previously  been  carried  out 
at  this  tip  wi^i  underline  the  fact  that  controlled  tipping  is 
essential  in  the  future,  if  other  forms  of  destruction  or 
incineration  are  not  used. 

The  baiting  and  treatment  of  the  sewers  has  been  continued 
throughout  the  district  and,  in  general,  taking  into  account 
that  this  is  an  Urban/Rural  area,  there  is  no  evidence  of  undue 
infestation •

This  was  because 
of  the  unavailability  of  a public  sewer,  but  this,  has  now 
been  provided  within  a reasonable  distance  of  the  factory, 
and  plans  and  work  is  going  ahead  to  provide  proper 
accommodation  and  to  connect  to  the  sewer. 

General  ly,  the  standards  in  the  factories  and  work- 
places are  satisfactorily  maintained.
